TKOIAS L. BLACK and FERDDL'J© P. HELIER have said that 
VERA KANE on October 23 and 2li, 193U typed reports containing Industrial 
formulae ^rtiich were then to be given to Antorg Trading Coiporation of New 
York City. HELLER said these reports were given by bin to an unidentified 
person named PETEHSEKj who said he was a firiend of GAIK OVAKBIIAN of Amtorg, 
BLACK has advised KANE, in 1939, typed into report form formulae and processes 
of the "Thermoil Granodine process" of the American Chemical Paint Conpany. 
This process was a variation of a Parkerizing process for rust-proofing of 
metals which had been converted to treatment of bearing surfaces to shorten 
the break-in period. BIACK said KANE was aware that this information was to 
be given to BLACK’ a Soviet superior in 1939#

BIACK is voluntarily being inter- * 
viesred currently at Philadelphia and has told Special Agents WILLIAII B. VjELTE, 

JR. and ROBERT 77. HOIilES of his Soviet espionage activities. BIACS has admitted 
giving in 1933-3^ industrial processes concerning sulphonation of oils and nst- 
proofing processes to his then Soviet si^crior, GAIK OVAXIKXAN of yuntorg Trading 
Corporation of New fork City. He said his later Soviet superiors were PAUL 
PETERSEN (193U-1938), Dr. SCHWARTZ (1938-1939), JACK (1939-1918) and has given 
detailed inf oration concerning his association with these persons. Dn ad- 
dition, BLACK said he has been a close friend of HARRY GOO, previously men- 
tioned, since the early 1930 ' s and knor GOLD was active in Soviet espionage.

FERDBL^JU) P. heller, 199 TTcst Chenr Street, Riiladelphia, 
has been enployed as a chemist and technical representative for American Chemical 
Paint Cc8:pai^, Ambler, Pennsylvania, since 1937* HELLER has been Interviewed 
by the Philadelphia Division and told of being a friend of THCUAS L. BLACK fTon 
Pennsylvania State College days, 1926-1930, to date. He said he has been ac- 
quainted with HiVRRf GOID since about 1931 and aided GOLD in obtaining employ- 
ment at Holbrook Manufacturing Conpany, Harrison, Ne>7 Jersey, in 1933* HELZ£R 
in I 93 I-I 933 was enployed by the Pennsylvania Sugar Conpany of Philadelphia and 
its subsidiary, the Franco American Sugar Conpany, Carlstadt, New Jersey. Re 
was unenployed in 1933-193^, except for ai^roximately six months with the Reese 
Brothers Coopaiy of New York City in 1933# He resided in 1933-193J4 with VERA 
KANE as man and wife at 335 West Uth Street, Ner.' York City, until he became 
esployed November 1, 193U, by the Celluloid Corporation of America in Newark, 

New Jersey, which es;>loyinent he held until 1937* 

HELLER said in 1932-1933 he and 6L\CK were desirous of se- 
curing en;>lcyment in Russia and as a result, HELILR contacted in 193U GAIK 
OVAKIMIAN of the Antorg Trading Corporation, New York City, making arrangements to 
ihoet OB.'JCINX‘JI again on OctcA>er 21, l93i*« As & result of this meeting, HTAfg aid

tivos since October 193U« 

II, BUCK«S STOIg 

The interviews with TKCC\S L. 6LA.CK were conducted by Special 
Agents ROBERr Tf. HOUES and TTILLL'i: B. RELTE, JR., in the Rilladclphia FBI Office, 

BIACK advised on June 20, 1950, that he was a meiS^er of the 
Communist Party in Unit #3, in Jersey City, New Jersey, In 1932, At that time, 
a Ifriend of his named J. BYRON UcKBREY, a Party mesher who was an wneoplcyed 
seaman living with his family in Jersey City, took him to meet a woman whom 
UcKINNEY described as being brilliant and entertaining* This woman was VERA 
KA)IE. At that time she lived at the Level Club, which was formerly a Uasonie 
Hotel on 71st Street in New York City, HL/iCK kept tqp his friendship with VERA 
KANE for the ensuing years, BIACK introduced FERDINAND P. HELIZR to KANE and 
subseqiently HELLER lived with her In her apartment during the period of his 
uneiiployment In 1933-1931*, 

I VER/i KANE had surrounded herself with a number of people, 

the! iBaJority of whom were interested in the Soviet Union, Seme of these indl- 
vidjoals who were close friends and associates of VER/i ICANE were: 

BDD COOK, a truck driver who came from the 
State of Washington* 

CHiiRLES NEHER, a chemist who was from Walla 
Walla, Washington, and at me time had been a 
Cemaunist Party member, 

JOSEPH SKILTON, an old friend of FERDDUJID P. 

HELLER and now a dentist in Philadelphia, 

GUJIYS MOREHOUSE, now the wife of Dr, JOSEPH 
SKILTON, 

Dr, COPEIY, an osteopath now believed to be 
practicing in New York City* 
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IRENE (UL'.VES, also known as Renee Graves, e 
native of Rodiestcr, New Tork, and then the 
Social Editor of the New Tork World. 

HENRI and AUHEu BROTN, husband end wife. 

AUREA BRQTN was an artist. 

EDDIE DR/JEE, a former inw nenher, seaman and 
steel worker. 

H/JtRI DAIALIAN, a Penn State classmate of 
HELLER and SLICE, who Is now ci!;>loyed at the 
Lederle Laboratory division of the American 
Qyanamide Conpany, Pearl River, New York. 

BL\CK also .stated that during the period of the (k^ression 
VERA KANE fed many of her friends who were uneii;>loyed and that at one time a 
nvBoiber of these individuals had keys to her apartment. Her apartment at that 
time was at 335 West Uth Street and she subsoqucntly moved to the Cartaret 
Hotel in New York City. 

On June 28, 1950, BL\CK furnished the following background 
information regarding VERV E\NE: 

She was bom December 25> 1899« at Rensselaer, New York. 

Her maiden name was VERQNIC/i BATCHELIER. Her father was English and her mother 
was Irish. She was raised in the Catholic Church. According to BLICK, she at- 
tended and was graduated from Barnard College in Now York City, the exact year 
not known to BL'-CE. She married a nan by the name of JOHN DEMPSTER E/JIE, who 
came from Riiladelphia. BL'-CK believed that JACK E'JIE, as he was known, later 
became Si^>erintendent of a p^er mill In Dp-State Now York. VER.‘4 KANE has one 
son, who is reported to be living with his father. VERA KANE and her husband 
are not divorced, but 8ep^urated. 

At various times she has made claims to BLACK of having beon 
on the stage and in radio. She was employed for a msaiber of years by the law 
firm of Frazier, Spears, Ucyers, end Kidder, of Wall Street, New York. VERA 
KANE is not a member of the Bar but is well versed in the low and on one occasion 
told BIACX that she was hoad of the Litigation Department. At one tine she told 
BLACK that she was enplpyed b/ & Japanese Silk Importing flna in New York Ci^. 

BLACK never had a^y proof that VERA K.1NE was a meciber of 
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the CooBniQlst Party* but stated that she had many unusual acquaintances close 
to and in the Party. For example* on one occasion she told him that she iraa 
acquainted with a Party member named UDOFF* an attorney." On another occasion* 
when BLACK and VER<i iLJIE were having dinner in a restaurant in New Toric* she 
introduced him to CL'JIEJIGE R^THATTAI, a former editor of the "Daily Worker.® 

She told BL'.CK that she was acquainted with members of the Central Comnittee 
or the National Committee of the Comunist' Party. BL'.CK was unable to recall 
the dates of the above-mentioned incidents. 

Through l^er law firm assoeiatos* ehc told B1/.CK that she 
had learned that the telephones at the Coixiunist Party Headquarters had bom 
tapped and that when she learned this* she reported this to a friend of hers 
who was on the National Committee of the Communist ^rty. 

Ih lato 1933 and in 193U EEUER and BL\CK* desiring enplciy<- 
nont in Russia as demists* discussed thoir plans with VER:. KANB. HKTJiKR and. 
KANE were living in the latter's apartment at that time at 335 West Uth Street* 
New York City, HELIER in 1933 ^ent to Amtorg Trading Corporation end there con- 
tacted GAIK 07AKIUL‘Jf to secure information concerning Bla.CK's and HELI£R's de- 
sired enployment in Russia. OVAKBQAN was interested in seeing both BEI1£R and 
BIu'iCK and made arrangenents to meet with them. At the first meeting of the 
three (BLACK was unable to provide the dates)* BL..GK mentioned Nopco processes 
of sul^onation of oils end OVit'iKll&L'il asked for this information. BI^iCK provided 
the Infozmation* which was typed by VER.*. Lr'JC at her apartment for presentation 
to OViJCnOAN. 


BL\CK said the period of the- above activity was a few weeks 
In 193U and was terminated by OVI'JQULII* who came to KANE *6 apartment and said 
the transposition from HEUER's and BlACK's notes was too slow and he wanted all 
the information in one unit. He took all of the available notes. OfVAKlUIAN re- 
turned the notes in a few weeks; however* BL'.GK could not recall if the notes 
were returned to HELLER or BL'.CK. BLACK said K^'JIE knm the information was 
to be given Russia* but seemed to regard it as foolishness* not being too 
6yi]q>athetle. 


On June 22, 1950* BL'.CK advised that in 1939 PERDIN:JID P. 
HELLER* who was then cmiployed by the American Chemical Paint Coo;>any* noticed 
in tile files of that Cooqiaiv a letter from Aotorg requesting that the American 
Chomical Paint Coapajiy furnish to Amicurg details on the "Thermoil Granodlne® 
process for the treatment of bearing surfaces. The American Chemical Faint 
Coiq;>anor never rolled to the Amtorg letter. 

HEUER then (193^) contacted BL\CK at Nopco and told him 
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of the ftbove« pr<^osing th^t 6LVCK reley the requested InformxitioR to the Russians 
if ho still had contact with the U.S.S.R* BL'..CK agreed and HBTI.KR broughtthe 
information^ consisting of library index cards and several sheets of paper con- 
taining notations. From these, HELLER and 6L;..CK wrote a report to Include not 
only formulae but industrial information as to steps in the manufacture as well 
as the use and application of the product, BL.CK ejqplained the "Thermoil Oranodine* 
process was based on the Parker patents, then expired, which had been applied by 
the American Chcndcal Paint Conpeny to a nor use of surfacing bearings to Horten 
the break-in period. 


KTJIE typed the report in final form, which 6L‘.CR a f^ moiths 
later in late 1939 or early 191*0 turned over to his Soviet 8vq>erior, JACK. BL/.CK 
could not recall the place of the typing but believed it was at EANE's apartment, 
BLA.CK'8 apartment in Chellis Austin Apartments, Newark, Mar Jersqy, or at KEIl£R's 
residence at 199 West Qiew Street, Philadelphia, Penn^lvania. 

Later in 1939 BL\CK and HET.LER decided that HELLER should 
make available all the processes of the American Chemical Paint Conqpany that 
were available to him and they would retain them with the idea in mind for the 
two of than going into business. In addition to that, BL'.QC and HELI£R dis- 
cussed the possibility of turning this information over to the Soviets, BIACK 
estimates that HELLER brought approximately 200 library cards to VERA KANE's 
apartment one weekend, which library cards contained American Chemical Paint 
Conpany formulae and that VERA St'iNE celled these formulae, BLACK stated that 
VERA KAIE made one copy of the cards which were to be turned over to the Soviet 
Bhion, 


BLACK said the typing was done by KANE in a room rented 
by BLACK and HELLER at the Hotel Sherman Square at 71st and Broadway, New York 
City, The actual period or dates BLACK is unable to recall and has said 1937» 
then 1939 and later 19U2; however, it was acccEplishcd by KANE on a Saturday 
evening and a Sunday. BLACK has expressed some confusion in that he was unable 
to recall the details of the copying - once stating it was deme at K&NE*8 apart- 
ment in the presence of DOROTHL WISNELL and then later at the Hotel Shexman Square, 

After con^^lction of the copying, HEIXER retained his original 
oards and BIACK for a short time held the copies typed by KANE. BIACK stated 
that due to the fact that he was trying to break relations with the Soviets at 
this time, he did not turn over to them the copies made by VERA KANE. After 
retaining them for a period of tine, he gave '^cm back to VERA KANE. VERA KANE 
agreed to retain the copies in her safe deposit box in the event that BIACK and 
HELIER would go into business together in toe future. BIACK stated that so far 
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aa he knoirs VERA KANE nay still retain the copies of the Anerlcan Chemical Paint 
Conpany fomulae* 


On June 19y 1950, FERDDl'iK) P* HELLER provided the Phila- 
delphia Office with a file containing approximately 900 library index cards* 

These cards, according to HELLIR, bear various formulae relating to processes 
of the American Chemical Paint Oonpany and contain those BLACK and HELLER planned 
to use in operation of their am business* 


BL’.CK advised cn June 27, 1950, that in 1937 he joined the 
Socialist Party at the bidding of his Soviet superior in order to secure informa- 
tion about Trotsliyite activities for the Soviets* BL'iCK stated that VERA KANE 
was well aware of his membership in the Trotsl<yite faction of the Socialist 
Party and his later membershio in 1939 in the Socialist Workers Party* Nben 
X£0V TROtSKT waS killed in 19li0, BLACK stated that he discussed the matter 
with VERA ILiNE and told her that he as a member of the Socialist TIorkers Party 
was serving as a spy for the Russians* In this capacity he had been assigned 
in 1938 at Newark, Now Jersey, to became acquainted with the leadership of the 
Socialist Workers Party and ingratiate himself for the purpose of being sesA to 
Cqyoacan, Mexico. At Coyoacan, as a member of the household of LEON TmOTSEK, 
leader of the Socialist Workers Party, he would bo in a position to do woiic 
for the Russians* Since the death of TROTSKY, BLACK believed he had been 
selected by the Russians as the possible assassin; however, due to his In- 
ability to get to Mexico, another person had been selected* 

BLACK* 3 association with VERA KANE continued frem 1932 to 
19lili with the exception of a period of two or three years around 1936 when they 
were out of contact* 


BLACK stated he has no positive information that VERA KANE 
is Involved in Soviet Espionage activity but that there are a nuiid>er of sus- 
picious circumstances which point to the fact that She may be involved in Soviet 
espionage activity. BUCK recalled that around 1935 VER.’. IL*JJE moved from her 
apartment at the Cartaret Hotel, leaving no forwarding address* For a two year 
period neither BLACK nor HKTiLER was able to cmtact her nor did thqr know her 
whereabouts* 

After they had reestablished their friendship with hor, VERA 
KANE told BUCK the story as to why she disappeared* He does not recall the story 
at this late date but recalls now that he had dinner with her the night before 
her disappearance and she never mentioned anything to him on Uiat occasion about 
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moving* A veek after that he went to the hotel to see her and found that she 
had gone, leaving no forwarding address. A two or throe year period inter- 
vened. She told BLiCK that she had been living BOtuenhere on the East Side of 
Hew Ter4;« She told BI*'^CR that she had to go into hiding and Inplied that she 
was in diffioiltgr with law enforocuent agencies but she did not enlarge on the 
atoiy. 


BI.1CS stated that VER/k KANE in 193U asked I^ERDDLIND P. HEUflR 
and himself what she could do to be of use to the Soviet Uni<W). She claimed that 
she had sesae confidential information made available to her through the law fim . 
by whom she was es^loyed regarding Allied Chemical and several large steel com- 
panies* BLACK stated that OVAKIUL'kN was in VERA K/iHE's apartment one tine in 
193U lidiile BL'.CK was there and that OVAKlUI/df had come to pick up BLVCK*s Nqpco 
processes* 


BL'iCK recalled that PAUL PETERSEN, his Soviet Biq>eriar from 
193U to 1936 , requested him in 1935 to furnish a biographical sketch of VERA 
K/kME. BLACK knew that such sketches were required of him when the Soviets 
were considering such people for recruitment as agents. BLACK felt that on 
certain occasions VER.A K.kNE may have been testing his loyalty to the Soviets* 

He feels that she mi^t have been assigned to find out for then if he were 
true, 

( 

As an exaaqile, in I 9 I 4 O, BLACK said when discussing with 
VERA KANE his assignment to TROTSlbr's household in Coyoacan, he recalled that 
VERA KANE advised him to report this matter to the PBI and that she would make 
arrangements for him to do it. BLACK said that he became suspicious of this 
offer, believing that it wotild not bo necessary for her to make arrangements 
if he desired to discuss it with the FBI, that he could h ave done the aame* 

Re felt that she may have been sounding hi™ out to see if he wero considering 
the possibility of reporting to the FBI. 

VERA K.ANE was acquainted with HARRf GOD. She knew In 1933 
that GOD was interested in going to the Soviet Union. BLACK did not know for 
certain that VERA ICANE was aware of HARRI GOD's espionage activities, but he 
suspected that was aware because between 1937 and 19Ui VERA KANE on a nuBft>er 
of occasions told THCliAS BLkCK that EARRI GOD was not one for BELLES and BLACK 
to associate with and that it was very dangerous for Uiem to associate with him* 
BLACK believes that VERA KANE may have known of HARRY GOD's position in Soviet 
espionage* 


BLACK recalled an incident around 1935 when PAGL PETERSEN, 
his Soviet eontaetj was putting tremendous pressure \jpon him to secure infomia- 
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tdcuv tvr the Soviets. Be vas told that if he BL'LCK, would work hard he wotild 
secure a hl^ position in Soviet espionage and night even receive the reward 
of the Order of Lenin* BlmCK said that he tried to evade this pressure but 
PETERSEN was pressuring hijn into working with them. WiUiin a matter of several 
weeks after this, he had occasion to talk to VE?J. .X.JIE. At that tine VER.'. K»JJE 
told him the story about BOD COOK, who is previously mentioned as one of her 
associates. COOK was er:^)loyed as a driver of a tank truck for a firm knoim as 
"Oilwell and Alls Fell." The operator of this was a bootleg gas dealer. COOK 
stoic a gun which was subsequently turned over to the Cammunist Party. The Party 
had previously, according to VER <1 K.' 11 E, endeavored to get a small revolver. The . 
gun that COOK stole was a machine gun and was turned over to the Party. The 
Party had considerable trouble disposing of it since it was not a gun. that would 
fit their needs. This gun was stolen by COOK from counterfeiters who were al- 
leged to have operated in the garage of his employer, the bootleg gas dealer. 
BIACK felt that this was a subtle way on the part of VERA KANE of indicating 
to him that he had better submit to the Soviet pressure. 

in. HELLER’S STORT 


FERDIN-iND PHILIP HELLEE,aka Fred Heller, a technical repre- 
ooetdbive of the American Chemical Paint Coaipary, /jnbler, Pennsylvania, who re- 
sides at 199 Tfest Chew Street, Philadelphia, was interviewed on J\ine 20, 1950 
by Special Agents JACK F-JDIA'JJ and VTUXI/li K. K'.YLOR. At tiiat time HELLER ad- 
vised that he first met VERA IL'JE in early 1933 as a result of an acquaintance- 
ship with THCXA',S L. BL'^CK. As a result of the introduction to ICHE he advised 
that) he became very much interested in her and eventually moved in 1933 to 335 
West nth Street, Hen York City, where he resided with VEH.' Ki\NE in an apart- 
ment. He advised that in Scpteniber 1933 he and VEIt ‘4 took their vacations to- 
gether. He stated that he drove to Canada in his 1928 Hodcl A Ford Sedan, goixig 
to Lake George, Uontreal, and Quebec, returning via Boston, HassachusottS* HELIER 
advised while in Quebec th^ registered in the Hotel Hollywood as man and wife 
under his name. In Quebec he and VERi'i. IC'.NE purchased from the C. Aug Labrecque, 

U 6 Rue de la Fabrlque, two rugs, one of which he retained and the other VERA IL'JiE 
kept. 


HEIIER pointed out that he has an album in the form of a 
8 cr^. book in which he maintains souvenirs of various parties and affairs that 
he has attended* He displayed four ticket stubs dated June 8 , 193U to the 
"Stevedore" at the Civic Repertory Theatre in New York City* HELIER advised 
that ho has a notation which Indicates that he attended this performance with 
VERA KANE aivi THCSLIS L. BLACK. He also displayed a ticket which indicated that 
he and VERA had taken a boat ride to Bear Mountain on June 17> 193U. He dls- 
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played tickets dated September lU, 193li that indicated he and VER.\ K/JIE had at- 
tended a performance of "Tobacco Road" at the ii6th Street Theatre in Neir Tork 
City. He further advised that VEIL', had taken a tvro or three Trecl^ vacation to 
visit her father in Albany, Heir York, at about this same time* 

Concerning HELI£R's residence with VERi'v Ki’JiE in 1933 and 
193U, HELLER px*ovided a list of associates irhich is similar to that provided 
by THCAL'lS L. BL;'XK mentioned previously in this report* He adds the foUonlng 
information or comments concerning these individuals: 

CR'vHLES NEHER, al:a "Chuck." HELLER stated that * 

HEHER was a graduate of TThitman College at Talla 
Walla, Washington, and was a chemist. His parents 
were farmers near Walla Walla in the period 1932 
or 193U. He described HEHER as a "liberal" and a 
"pink."- HELLER advised that as far as he knew 
NEHER was never an actual member of the CooEaunist 
Party. 

BUD COOK. HELLER described COOK as a conboy and 
truck driver who was politically uneducated as 
conpared with NEHER and the other members of the 
K-iNE circle. HELIER stated that COOK'S father 
owned a ranch near Walla Walla. 

Dr. JOSEHI SKILTOH. HELLER described SKILTON as 
one of his closest friends since high school days, 
who visited a few times at VER‘. K/JlE's apartment 
while other members of the groiq) were Resent. 

(SKILTON is a dentist practicing in Philadelphia 
and has been interviewed. Details will be set 
forth later in this report.) 

J. BYRON HcKINNCY. HEULR described UcKINNEY as 
a Communist Party member, a heavy drinker, and a 
longshoreman or seaman. HELLER has not received 
any information concerning UcKEINEY since appreod- 
nately 193U. 

HETLER stated that Hi'.RRY GOID was never a regular 
visitor to VERA E.'JlE's apartment during the time 
that HELIER resided with VER.'.. HETLER stated GOU) 
may have been in K.*JIE's apartment on one or two 
occasions during parties, but he has no rocoUections 
of such visits. 
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■STELL'. Su*RIG. HELLER described S;JIIG as a 
librarian in the AUentoim High School system 
in the 1930 period. She was a i^iend and as- 
sociate of HEIJER and E;\11E of the period 1933~193U« 

MILTON LEHRLL'Jl. HELLER described LERRM’^N as a 
druggist, ConzDvnist Party syi^athizer who was 
associated with K/JjE and HELLER at this time and 
is now believed to reside in San Francisco, whose 
last address ho was aware of was 1350 Sutter 
Street, San Froi cisco. 

HELLER described VERi.. K.'.NE as highly intelligent; a gradu- 
ate of Columbia University Law School, rather eccentric and very hi^ strung. 

He stated she would new be about U8 to 50 years of age end that she had been 
married but separated from her husband. IL'iHE had one son by this marriage 
and HELLER believed he is now residing with the father. HELLER stated he never 
knew that KJJIE was a member of the Conniunist Party, although he described her 
circle of friends as "ultra liberal," ei^laining that mar.y were Ccmimmists. 

HELLER provided information similar to that of THC&L'iS L. 
BL’iCR concerning his desire to go to Russia to obtain er^lqyment as a chemist. 
In the planning and preparation for such possible activities, HELLER stated 
conversations were conducted in the presence of IL\NE, who appeared to be dis- 
interested but well aware of the activities. HELLER and BLVCK told of 
their Initial dealings with the Amtorg Trading Corporation, and that 
GAIE OVAKBlL'lf, an Amtorg representative, had requested HELLER and BIACE to 
provide the Russian agency with Informaticci on technical processes. HELLER 
steted that K/HE typed up at least one group of chemical formulae for him and 
BL'.CK, which were turned over by HELIER to PETERSEN, PETERSEN substituted 
for GuMX 0VAKnfl''.N, obtaining information which HELUR and BL\CR had gathered 
concerning sulphonation of oils, which information had been obtained by BLACK 
from the National Oil Products Cospany, HELLER advised that this information 
was typed in VERi^ Ki'HE's apartment on Saturday, October 23, 193li, vid possibly 
cooplcted on October 2li. He stated that he dictated e3q>lanatory data concern- 
ing many of the formulae which would assist in clarifying and explaining the 
processes. HELLER advised that when VER.\ had finished typing the material, 
it was placed in an ordinaxy mailing envelope and left in KAJ^'s apartment on 
a table until OV.'JCHiL'J^ or someone representing OV/tKIML'tN would call for them. 

In this connection, KELLER explained that he received a 
call from an individual on Uopadoy, who Sdontiflcd himcclf as 
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PETERSEN, c. friend of OV.'JCSIJA.N» requesting the Inforontlon. HEII<ER steted 
he turned the nntcrial over to PETEffiDI at a pre— arranged ncctiTig place and told 
VER.'*. that evening the inforoT.tiop. had been given the Russian agent# 

Concerning the Identity of the individual referred to as 
PETERSON, TH0M.'.S L. BLi\CK and H.’JlRr GOLD agree that BL'.CK introduced GOID to 
a man nho was then (153U} BLOCK'S evperiOT and vdio became GOLD'S Soviet super- 
ior. BL'.CK knew this individual as PAUL PETERSEN and GOID knew him as PAUL 
SICITH, although GOID later said there was sane doubt as to whether the last 
name used was actually SMITH. BLACK and GOID have independently furnished 
a description of this individual as a stocty man, 5'8"“5'9’'* /ilthough the 
descriptions vaiy to so^e degree, they are generally consistent, bearing in 
mind that the incident took place approximately fifteen years ago* Their 
descriptions do not in any respect correspond with that given ty HELLIP of the 
man he met under the name PETERSON and there is no reason to believe that the 
last named is identical with the Soviet superior of BLkCK and GOID. 

Cn November 1, 193li HELLER started work at the Celluloid 
Corporation of America in Newark, New Jersey, and either that day or the next 
moved his belongings from the Ki‘dIE apartment to Newark. HELLIP advised that 
relations between him and VER.‘k were strained and as a result he became separated 
from her. He e:qplained that on November 7» 193li, he returned to K-‘».NE's apart- 
ment and found THOli'.S L. BL’tCK there* He was Jealous of BlACK's attention to 
CANE and inasmuch as he had been drinking considerably, accused BL‘>.CK and KAIG 
of being extremely close* K.\N£ slapped his face, as he recalled, and he left 
the KANE ap>artment* 


HELLER explained that his friendship with KANE was renewed 
on a vexy limited scale in approximately 1937# 

HELLER recalled a visit to THC&l^S BL'.CK's apartment in 
Newark when BL.’.Cn, R'.RPQT GOID and an individual known as "JCWI L.", identi- 
fied by BLACK as CR'JUES FREEFIEID, and HELLER were present* At this time, 
in 1939» HELLER'S notes on the American Chemical Paint Company fomulae in- 
volving the Parkerizing process were written into coc^lctc form. HELTER said 
there was a discussion at this time concerning possibly giving the infoxmatioi 
to the Amtorg Trading Corporation. He stated the data was not given to Amtorg. 
It is to be noted this story varies from that of BLlCK, irtio has said K/vNE was 
present and typed the report, making no mention of the presence of GOID or 
FREFIEID.

R M/'JTLOR and RCBERT E. IL.STERS, HELLER stated that his position in 1939 with, 
the American Chemical Paint- Cca^>any had become a bit shakT* in that the con- 
cern had sold its rights to its rust-proofing treatment and he was afraid of 
losing his Job. At this time he, DOROTHY ^SITELL and VERA E.JIE typed up formu- 
lae which he had obtained from the paint coc^any, planning to use this in setting 
iq> his otm business. Re indicated that these formulae concerned pho^hate coat- 
ings used in connection vrith rust-pz*oofing of metal. 

HELLER stated that he had taken copies of this infomation 
to Hew York in the form of library index cards, 'rticre they were copied by KANE - * 
and turned over to THOtl'.S L. BL\CK. HEIIEH recalled that there had been some 
discussion about sending this information to the Amtorg Trading Corporation, 
but did not remember who made the suggestion. HELLER had obtained the processes 
of the American Chemical Paint Coepany for his ovm use in connection with his 
position in the laboratory of the concern, maintaining his own index system. 

HELLER stated that he had attespted to secure from VERA 
KANE the copies' of his index system typed by herj however, had been given the 
•run around." HELLER did not know their exact location now, indicated that he 
believed they were used in sane e^ionage activity but was unable to provide 
details and said this was his assunption. 

HELLER married DOROTHY TTI^^IX in 19U3 snd was divorced 
from her in 19U5. %ortly after his divorce he stated that KANE visited him 
in Ibiladelphia for approximately one day. This day was spent in conversation, 
eating and drinking and he recalls little of the meeting except that at that 
time he inquired of RARRY GOID. HEIIER stated that KiANE told him to keep away 
from GOU) as GOID "was a bad egg." HELIER requested clarification and farther 
information of K.ANE concerning this statement, but received no further informa- 
tion or explanation. 


HELLER stated that during the World War H he was on a busi- 
ness trip for the American Chemical Paint Coiiipany in the vicinity of Gadsden, 
Alabama. He met in Gadsden, JOHl'I WAIDO who he cs^laincd was a friend of VERA 
K/iNE. HETiTER stated that TL'JDO was in the United States Army at the time and 
that this meeting was merely a social affair and of very Short duration.

A. INTERVIEW OF DR. JOSEPH D. SKILTON 

Dr. JOSEPH D. SKILTON, Dentist, idio resides at 26 Rosdand 
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yLvenuCj Fox Chase Uanor^ Philadelphia, was interviewed by Special Agents JACK 
WALDM.'JI and ROBERT E. IL’^TERS on June 23, 1950, SKILTON advised that he has 
been a friend of HELT.ER since their student days in Northeast High School in 
Philadelphia, He said that HELLER and he had attended a party at VERA KANE's 
apartment in about 1933, He was unable to provide further details concerning 
the associates and activities of VER.'^ K/kNE, stating that he had seen VERA KANE 
but one other time than that mentioned above. He did recall one individual 
who played a guitar and sang cowbey songs, idiose first name was ”CHDCE." 

B. INTERVIEW OF DOROTHT WISWEIL 


On June 27, 1950, Uiss DQR0TH7 ^TISiTELL, fomcr wife of 
FERDDiAND P. RELIE R, was intez^ewed by Special Agents ROBERT E. IIASTERS and 
JACK TA'lDliAN. She stated that she had met VERA KJIE but three times, twice 
in KANE'S apartment, the address of which she could not recall, and once in 
THC%i;S L. BLACK'S apartment, CheUis Austin Apartments, Newark, New Jersey, 

She said the first time she met VERA IClNE was at a party at VERA's apartment 
and that the general conversation and tone of political discussim so bored 
her that she went to sle^. As she recalled, the participants talked about 
Coesnunisn and the new social order but she was unable to remember names of the 
individuals present because she net then mly that one evening. She did re> 
call that THCALAS L. BLACK was present and one individual who was a doctor and 
whose name was COPIEI, j 

She stated that one time later, the date of which she could 
not recall, she visited in New York City with HEI.TER and again went to K/lNE^a 
apartment. At this time KANE and HELLER departed, disappearing for several 
hours. She stated she was left in the apartment with the individual knom as 
COPLEf, remained for a short time and then went to her hotel, Cki the w^ to 
the hotel she stopped in a tavern with COPLEY for a few drinks. Shortly after 
her entry into the tavern IL'iNE and HELLEIR entered, A7ISWELL stated she was 
never able to find out where they had been or how they knenr where to meet her. 
Hiss T7IS!7ELL was unable to provide further details, 

WISTTELL was unable to recall typing with VERA K.ANE a report 
or index cards for BLACK or HEI.LBL
